Impressions of Some Scottish Flerds 


S Neale, 
By Charles T. Neale, 
Gordonsville, Virginia. 


n the top and tail cows of the 
Beige finds in Scotland the same pro- 
rortionate difference in type as exists in 
\merican herds; the duration and persist- 
ence of the breeding endeavors of the 
Scotch have brought them little closer than 
ourselves to that ideal description of a herd 
“When you have seen one individual you 
have seen them all.” 

But compare as a group the top ten per- 
cent of the Scotch herds with the same pro- 
ortion of ours and we find ourselves indis- 
putably taking second money. This group 
of their cattle is of fine uniformity and, 
while somewhat superior to our beasts in 
thickness, depth, and scale, is markedly so in 
the clues to quality which we hold rather 
lightly—that is, head, length of neck and 
tail head. They also far excel ours in mel- 
lowness and the finish and smoothness car- 
ried on pasture. To this ten percent truly 


belongs the superlative adjectives we Amer- 
icans are wont to apply so glibly to any 
beast suiting our fancy. 

Dropping below this “Upper Crust” of 
the Scotch herds one encounters a group of 
animals which, to a commercial cattle grow- 


er, would appear uniform, but to a pure 
bred man exhibit moderately all the ill- 
features that constantly bedog the efforts 
of our own ambitious breeders. Barrels too 
long and barrels too short, prominent hocks, 
shallow heart girths, long narrow heads, 
upstanding individuals, square-short-legged 
profiles with a thin top view; all of these 
characteristics mingle to a troublesome or 
to a negligible degree with the best features 
of the breed. 


Amongst this latter group are yet to be 
found attractive individuals displaying pedi- 
grees of the first water. If they were avail- 
able on a neighbor’s farm and at American 
prices they could be well added to many of 
our good herds. But the eye of an importer 
is naturally critical for it must consider the 
expense, risk and effort surrounding impor- 
tation; likewise the spot light that will play

upon imported stock at home. (Incidental- 
ly a nonbreeding imported female belongs 
solely to the importer.) Even surmounting 
these considerations is the purchase price,— 
far higher F. O. B. the Scotch farm than 
tor stock of equal worth in America. A 
good two-year-old heifer, well bred and well 
served yet with one glaring fault, might be 
priced at $750; the only two heifers suitable 
for exportation in an entire crop of one 
establishment would likely carry tickets of 
$1000 to $1500, yet these two might have 
been placed down the line in local Scottish 
shows and not be prospective winners on 
this side. Scotchmen might express the 
hope that price levels in the two countries 
one day lose this great disparity by the 
raising of ours, but it is a question if our 
own more moderate prices do not best fur- 
ther the interests of the breed. 

But the unfortunate man is the deep lov- 
er of cattle whose eye suddenly falls on a 
typical group of the upper ten per cent. 
Cash in the bank, a new car, the huge barn 
Ieng needed, all seem utterly without con- 
sequence by comparison with these exquisite 
beasts. One’s emo- [Please turn to page 28

International Champions and Grand 
Champions. 

There was no International show in 1914 
and 1915. In 1915 the imported buil Evreux 
of Harviestoun 203000 was the champion 
bull of Canada and he was purchased by LU. 
D. & E. F. Caldwell to show at the Panama 
Exposition. On account of the toot and 
mouth trouble in the corn belt everything 
was quarantined east of the Missouri river. 
Evreux of Harviestoun 208000 was a very 
highly bred Enchantress Trojan Erica. The 
Caldwells made two or three shows with 
him and he was first in his class and grand 
champion. 

At the 1916 International Blackcap Ber- 
tram 183787 was senior champion. He was 
sold to L. &. Canum tor the record price for 
an Aberdeen-Angus—$4oV0UU. He was an ex- 
cellent sire and many of his get found their 
way to the show yard. He died young. He 
was the grandsire of the dam ot the grand 
champion cow—Blackcap Tolan 470006. 

The junior and grand champion bull ot 
the 1916 International was the Knchantress 
Trojan Erica buli—kpistos 201159. He was 
sired by the Blackcap bull Undulata Black- 
cap Ito 116275, a grandson of Prince lto 
50006. The senior and grand champion cow 
of that year was Hilldale Pride 1y84lz, a 
Pride of Aberdeen. Her sire was a Chief- 
tain Trojan Erica bull-—Equity Boy 144180 
and his sire was Beechero 727/45. He was 
the first prize senior bull calf in the Inter- 
national in 1904 and was sired by the in- 
tensely bred Elba Enchantress Trojan Erica 
bull Eliminator of Ballindalloch 50237. It 
is quite likely this bull did more to raise the 
standard of the McHenry herd than any 
bull ever used in it. His greatest achieve- 
ment was in the cows sired by him that pro- 
duced so many grand champions. Hilldale 
Pride 198412 was bred very much like 
Prince Ito 50006. In the 1916 International 
the junior champion cow was Blackbird Per- 
fection 6th 201965. She was sired by the 
imported Trojan Erica bull Earl Eric of Bal- 
lindalloch 100422. 

At the 1917 International the senior 
champion bull was Broadus Norwood 3d 
164977, a Nosegay bull, sired by a Ballin- 
dalloch Blackbird bull. The junior and 
grand champion bull was Ames Plantation 
Beau 219787, a Blue Ribbon Blackbird bull. 
His sire was Egerton W. 125979, a Trojan 
Erica, sired by Black Woodlawn 42088. The 
senior and grand champion cow was Hilldale 
Pride 198412, a Mulben Pride of Aberdeen. 
She was bred by the late J. W. Wheatley, 
and sired by Equity Boy 144180, a Chieftain 
Trojan Erica. The junior champion heifer 
was Queen of Rosemere 5th 217747, a Queen 
Mother. Undulata Blackcap Ito 116275 was 
the champion sire that year. 

At the 1918 International show the senior 
and grand champion bull was the imported 
Enchantress Trojan Erica bull—Evenest of 
Bleaton 223224. The senior and grand 
champion cow was Hilldale Pride 9th 219- 
046, a Pride of Aberdeen and she was sired 
by the Trojan Erica bull Earl Elford 169- 
453, his sire was Electric 149355, a son of 
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Earl Eric of Ballindalloch 100422. His dam 
Erica McHenry 16th 125452 was a full sister 
in blood to the dam of Earl Marshall 183780. 
The junior champion bull was Bar Marshall 
219185 and he was a son of Earl Marshall 
183780 and the senior and grand champion 
bull of the International in 1922. The jun- 
ior heifer of the 1918 International was 
Kritus 5th 245516, an Enchantress Trojan 
Erica sired by the champion Blackcap bull— 
Blackeap Bertram 183787. 

At the 1919 International show the senior 
and grand champion bull was Idolmere 199- 
9C4, a Lady Ida, sired by Oakville Quiet Lad 
190220, a Queen Mother. The junior cham- 
pion was Espoir Marshall 261269, sired by 
the mighty Marl Marshall 183780, a Trojan 
Erica. He was the first of the get of Earl 
Marshall 183780 to find his way to the show 
yard and a place in the sun. The senior and 
grand champion cow was Milly of Sundance 
3d 260328, a Queen Mother. The junior 
champion heifer was Edella of Page 260328, 
a nicely bred Trojan Erica that sold in the 
International sale that year to Stanley R. 
Pierce for $3800 and he sold her the same 
day to H. L. Hampton for $4000. 


At the 1920 International show the senior 
and grand champion bull was Imp. Perin- 
thian 323427, an imported Pride of Aberdeen 
bull. The Junior champion bull was Bardell 
319160, a Blackbird bull. The senior and 
grand champion cow was Queen Milly of 
Sun Dance 3d 189150, a Queen Mother cow. 
The junior champion heifer was Proud Eva 
287769, an Eisa Trojan Erica heifer. 

At the 1921 International show the senior 
and grand champion bull was Prince Mar- 
shall 261280, the first son of Earl Marshall 
183780 to win grand championship honors 
at the International. He was a Pride of 
Aberdeen bull and a full brother to Pride 
Protest 6th 321487, a grand champion cow 
in 1922. 

The junior champion bull of the 1921 In- 
ternational show was Brevaunt 319069 a 
Blackeap bull, sired by the International 
grand champion Trojan Erica bull—Epistos 
201180 and his sire was Undulata Blackcap 
Ito 116275. The senior and grand champion 
cow was Ensign’s Eline of Page 286906 a 
Trojan Erica cow of the first water. The 
junior champion heifer was Katinka 3d of 
Page 337233 a Ballindalloch K. Pride of 
Aberdeen and a descendant of imported Ka- 
tinka 778, bred at Baliindalloch and sired 
by the Highland Society champion bull 
Young Viscount 181. She was imported to 
America at the same time as Eone 769 by 
A. B. Matthews, Little Blue, Missouri. The 
record shows that she was imported by W. 
H. Whitridge, Baltimore, Maryland. He was 
a broker and did this to save money. Mat- 
thews was the man behind the gun. 

At the 1922 International show the senior 
and grand champion bull was Bar Marshall 
229185 and he had formerly been awarded 
junior champion of the 1918 International 
show. He was a Barbara bull sired by the 
great Earl Marshall 183780 an Eisa Trojan 
Erica, and his sire was a Pride of Aberdeen 
bull—Protine 138372 and he was sired by 
the champion sire Baden Lad 61883 a Black- 
cap bull. The junior champion bull was 
Blackmere 16th 245219 a Blackbird sired by 
a Pride of Aberdeen.

I have two large silos which 
are supposed to hold three hun- 
dred and eighty tons of ensilage. 
It takes twenty-five or thirty 
acres of ensilage corn to fill these 
silos. I generally have another 
field of about twenty-five acres 
of corn which yields from ten to 
twelve barrels per acre. I have 
twenty-eight acres In alfalfa and 
generally have another field of 
about twenty-five acres of clover 
hay. These two fields produce 
from one hundred to one hundred 
and fifty tons of hay according 
to the season. I generally raise 
about twenty-five acres of wheat 
and it yields from twenty-five to 
thirty bushels per acre. 

In keeping the cows, I figure 
that it takes about three tons of 
ensilage, about one-half ton of 
good hay and all the rough hay 
and corn fodder I raise. If you 
figure the ensilage as being 
worth from four to five dollars a 
ton, and the hay at from twelve 
to fifteen dollars a ton, the cost 
runs from twenty to twenty-two 
dollars to keep a cow through the 
winter, and then if we figure her 
pasturage at two dollars a month, 
we have the cost of keeping the 
cow at from thirty to thirty-five 
dollars a year. 

The calves at weaning time 
ordinarily weigh from three hun- 
dred and fifty to five hundred and 
fifty pounds, and depending on 
the price, are generally worth 
from forty to forty-five dollars a 
head at that time. 

The twenty-three steers and 
five heifers which I fed this past 
winter sold for a total of $3,- 
999.14. They ate about two hun- 
dred and eighty barrels of corn 
which was worth, I would say, an 
average of $4.50 a barrel, or

‘You are undoubtedly saying in your own 
mind now, “Oh, that is all right when prices 
of cattle are high, but what about the situa- 
tion when cattle prices are down?” When 


I sold those twenty-three steers 
and five heifers, they weighed 
25,675 lbs. or an average of 917 
Ibs. each. The average price re- 
ceived was accordingly $142.50, 
while the average cost of these 
cattle was $105.50, making my 
average profit on the twenty- 
eight head $37.00. The average 
price for each 100 lbs. of cattle 
which I sold was $15.57. I could, 
however, have sold these cattle at 
an average price of $11.50 per 
hundred and come out even on 
my feeding transaction. In other 
words, at the prices which I put 
on my feed and on the calves 
when they were put on feed, the 
cattle stood me when I sold them, 
$2,955.39. They weighed 25,675. 
This figures out 11%c per Ib. in 
order to break even. 

These cattle were fed an aver- 
age of 225 days. I sold five heif- 
ers on May 24, five of the steers 
on June 28, nine steers on June 
30, and nine steers on August 4. 

I have been feeding my calves 
a little oats in creeps before I 
take them off their mothers. I 
breed my cows to calve in the 
spring, and wean the calves in 
November and immediately put 
them on feed. I start out by feed- 
ing them about four pounds chop- 
ped corn per day and increase 
this about one pound a week until 
the calves are eating ten or 
twelve pounds, and then we only 
increase about a pound each two 
weeks until the calves are eating 
about twenty pounds. Last fall 
we put the calves on feed on the 
22nd of November, and we chop- 
ped the corn until after Christ- 
mas, and then we began to grind 
it. During the warm weather, we 
ground the corn very coarse. 

We started out feeding about 
one-half pound cottonseed meal 
per day and increased this until 
the steers were eating two pounds 
per day. I generally try to feed 
about one pound of cottonseed 
meal for each ten pounds of corn- 
cob meal. When we start to feed 
our calves, they generally eat 
about eight or ten pounds of 
ensilage per day, but as the con-

In 1936, 
the driest year that has been seen here at 
this station with one exception for some 
sixty years, we put 153 pounds of live 
weight gain per acre on the ten steers of 
this lot. This year we again have ten steers 
on—this has been a good pasture season so 
far—and these ten steers cannot keep this 
area down.

yearling heifers, using 
these heifers to more 
or less clean up after 
the steers have passed 
over the land. Assum- 
ing that these ten year- 
ling steers are adults 
and that these four 
yearling heifers are 
adults, and adding 
them to the breeding 
herd which is on the 
other part of the pas- 
ure, it has taken about 
twenty-one acres to ad- 
equately carry thirty 
adults and twelve calves 
since May 12th, and we 
have had to cut all the 


steers. Immediately we 
commenced to cut down 
the weeds, remove some of the larger stones 
and apple trees, and in the spring of 1933 
applied superphosphate at the rate of 600 
pounds per acre. I want to state right here, 
in case the question may arise in anyone’s 
mind later on, that we used no seed. In 
other words, I am not interested in a past- 
ure system in which one attempts to secure 
maximum carrying capacity on a limited 
area. I was attempting to see what could 
be done with land which had been given ov- 
er to waste as being of no further use for 
crop production. I was interested in keep- 
ing the expense down, and so the tale I have 
to relate is along this line, rather than 
along the line of condensing several cattle 
on a small area. 

Those of us who have been living here in 
the East have known the variation of years 
which we have seen since 1933. We have 
witnessed probably the extremes which this 
state usually knows, so far as climate is 
concerned. It is not my purpose to discuss 
now how these pastures have improved in 
the intervening years, but possibly the 
carrying capacity of those pastures right 
how would be of interest. 

_In 1935 we set aside a measured area of 
six and three-quarter acres, and by putting 
on this land ten steers, alternating the 
steers between the two halves which were 
made by putting a fence through the mid- 
lle, we have attempted by accurate weight 
to see exactly what we could accredit to 
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pastures once. I leave 
it to some of my friends to estimate exact- 
ly what this pasture is worth, yet I thor- 
oughly believe that what we could do with 
this “Scotch” treatment of pasture and with 
this very small expenditure of money for 
treatment and labor, many others could do 
on part of their land which for the last two 


years they have been disposed to regard 


as abandoned. We aim to put about 200 
pounds of 16 per cent superphosphate on 
each acre per year, and lessen the labor by 
putting 800 pounds on every fourth year. 
We have yet to see the slightest sign of any 
deficiency in these beef cattle. We have 
won many prizes at the New York State 
Fair and the Eastern States Exposition on 
cattle which were born on 
this experimental pasture, 
and in 1935 the champion 
male at the State Fair was 
our good breeding bull, Bri- 
arcliff Barbarian 7th, re- 
ceiving his prize exactly 
one week after he left the 
pasture. I submit that with

pastures of the type that the North Atlan- 
tic States are capable of producing and with 
the world’s largest beet market within three 
hundred miles from this location, we have 
two or three talking points which should be 
dweit upon, although we are not in the rec- 
nized corn belt area. Maybe we cannot fin- 
ish cattle to the extremely high finish which 
the middle western states can. Maybe that 
is not our field, but the carrying of the 
breeding stuff, and the development of our 
young stuff on these good pastures and on 
the good hay which this land produces, is 
detinitely our tield. Possibly for the 
amount of corn that it is necessary to im- 
port, our extra fine market is in a position 
to well compensate us. At all events, I 
would be interested in the experience of 
others with Aberdeen-Angus cattle on im- 
proved pastures. May 1 say that if they 
nave never tried it, they may be surprised 
at the results. Furthermore, the expense 
ol maintaining a breeding herd here in the 
luast has not yet shown itselt to be high. 
Just now we are constantly hearing of wars, 
strikes, and rebellions because the milk 
marketing situation is not entirely satis- 
factory. 1 wonder if we could not partially 
solve that by this homely illustration. When 
the vessel on the table loosens its cap until 
water drips on the floor, du not continue 
mopping up the puddle on the floor, but 
close the vessel at the spigot.

A combination show and sale sponsored 
by the Virginia breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
was held to the great satisfaction of all on 
Monday, October 18th. 

To merely state that it was a great sale 
would be far from the true picture of the 
event for it was one of the finest Aberdeen- 
Angus auctions of the season, and a fine 
group of cattle. 

At 10:30 o’clock in the morning the judg- 
ing of the sale animals was conducted. Two 
classes of bulls, and four classes of females 
and the champion bull and female and then 
showing the two champions for the best ani- 
mal of the show, the winner receiving the 
“West Galway” cup. . 

The judging of the animals was left in 


the hands of Mr. Geo. K. Bailey, owner of 
Wickwire at Earleville, Maryland. Mr. Bailey 
has selected cattle, both bulls and females, 
from the native herds as well as from Scot- 
land, and was well qualified to judge the 
cattle. His judgment must have agreed 
with that of the buyers for his tops were 
well received and brought a premium over 
the others. 

In the first class were showed five bulls, 
two from Creswell, two from Canterbury 
and one from Winton Farm, Clifford, Vir- 
ginia. The latter, Blackcapmere 116th was 
entered in the sale late, and was of course 
not fitted as were some of the other bulls,

Not long after that the sale was well w- 
der way and in but a few minutes everyone 
realized that the sale had attracted consid- 
erable out-of-state attention in the persons 
of Mr. W. F. Detweiler and his two sons 
from Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. With them 
was Mr. Paul Seal, who has a small herd 
at Factoryville, Pennsylvania. Mr. Detweil- 
er secured many of the finest in the auc- 
tion, buying for his “Highland Farms” ten 
of the females and that is exactly twenty- 
five per cent of the sale offering and better 
than thirty per cent of the females. No one 
present enjoyed the day more than did the 
Pennsylvanian, for he had collected some 
excellent individuals and along with their 
individuality some excellent breeding. The 
ten head that he secured brought an aver- 
age of $271.50, and was a very fair price. 
Amongst others was the Canterbury heifer, 
Canterbury Eline 5th, a daughter of Pride- 
man Glencarnock 5th, and in securing her 
Mr. Detweiler noted very well that many 
seemed intent on taking her away from him, 
but his bid of $505.00 managed to win the 
heifer which was the top price paid for 4 
female in the sale. 

Col. J. B. Dillard, owner of Winton Farm, 
was present and added another female to 
his most select herd at Clifford, Virginia 
He always likes the winners, and his sole 
purchase of the day was Canterbury Black- 
bird 13th another fine daughter of Pride- 
man Glencarnock 5th.

Opportunities for Farm Boys. 

The short course which is offered begin- 
ning January 3d and continuing to March 
19th by Iowa State College is of real value 
to farm boys. This course is known as the 
Herdsmen’s Course because it was started 
when the demand for young men to work 
with pure bred herds, studs and flocks was 
great. However, the course is not designed 
solely to fit herdsmen but to give farm boys 
a wider and more definite knowledge con- 
cerning feeds and feeding requirements of 
the different classes of live stock. It 
teaches them how to select the proper indi- 
viduals of various breeds. This course also 
embraces courses in live stock breeding, 
herd management, and veterinary work sup- 
ported by courses in soils, farm crops, agti- 
cultural engineering, agricultural economics 
and journalism. 

This course should appeal especially to 
farm boys who have not found it possible 
for economical reasons to attend college 
this year. 

This course has helped hundreds of farm 
boys throughout Iowa and other states 
Many of them have secured jobs on g0 
farms. Boys specializing in dairy cattle 
have found employment as cow testers and 
with dairy herds. However, the highest per 
cent have returned to the home farm wit 
a much clearer and more definite plan m 
mind supported by useful knowledge gath- 
ered from the various departments of agti- 
culture.

Dehydrators. 

Mr. H. Hamilton Hackney, Cold Saturday 
Farm, Finksburg, Maryland, writes con- 
cerning his dehydrator which was mention- 
ed in the last issue of the Journal. 

Replying to your recent letter about my 
dehydrator I can give you the following in- 
formation. If your readers want to know 
anything more about it I refer them to the 
maker of the Whirlwind Dehydrator, Mr. 
Jonathan Fenby, Reisterstown, Maryland, 
k. F. D. 

We set up our chopper in the barn yard 
parallel to the tube of the dehydrator and 
abcut six feet away from it. The wagons 
are driven up beside it and unloaded into 
the chopper. Through this chopper we run 
three crops—green oat hay, alfalfa, and corn 
(ears, stocks and leaves). A worm geal 
carries the chopped feed directly into the 
east end of the tube, the barn being at the 
west end. The tube is, I believe, about 
thirty feet long and three feet in diameter, 
and is made of cast iron. Inside the tube 
is an agitator which keeps tossing the feed 
into the air to facilitate both drying and 
suction by the fan at the west end of the 
tube. The fan draws the feed through the 
tube as it dries, blows it into a collector 
and from there directly into the mow 
through a twelve inch tube. This tube has 
switches and movable nozzles so that the 
feed can be put virtually in any part of the 
mow desired. 

At the east end of the tube is the oven, 
It is roughly ten feet cube and is made of 
two layers of brick. Nut coal is burned & 
the grates and the hot air is carried by the 
metal flue into the tube. The heat can be 
regulated, in fact must be, so that the fee 
is not scorched and yet is dehydrated to

1n short, you can save 
the whole crop that is raised and do it ir- 
respective of weather. ‘here is no spoilage, 
no shattering and particularly no loss olf 
nutriments by evaporation. 

The chopper, dehydrator compiete and 
blower requires 25 to 30 horse power, either 
tractor or electric motor. I have no actual 
iigures to show the cost ot coal anu gaso- 
je used per ton. ‘he machine is supposed 
to take through an average of a ton an hour. 
I am told that quite a tew people familiar 
with dehydrators say that this is the simp- 
lest, most efficient and at the same time the 
cheapest system they have seen. Please 
understand that 1 have no interest direct 
or indirect in this particular machine al- 
though it was invented and patented by a 
neighbor of mine, and I am only writing 
this letter at your request because of in- 
quiries coming to you about it. 

I became interested in the subject of feed- 
ing soon after we decided to turn Cold Sat- 
urday into a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
establishment. in as much as we hope soon 
to have a herd of one hundred animals on a 


e feed particles is con- 
ns in the chopper so as 
to be dried thoroughly 
as to cause excessive 


farm of 250 acres, exclusive of woodland 
and without a silo, you can readily under- 
stand why I am interested in making the 
most of the 150 acres under cultivation. 
After some study of the subject it seemed 
to me that dehydrating was the best way 
in which to save all the feed raised and all 
the nutrients, and at the same time fit in 
with a cropping system that would necessi- 
tate buying very little in the way of supple- 
mentary feed. 

The high protein alfalfa and the bulky 
whole corn seem to make an excellent com- 
bination, at least our cattle are thriving on 
it, and they did last winter. They certainly 
clean it up. We are planning to experiment 
with the use of molasses on the dried corn 
to make it even more palatable and nutrit- 
ious. The dried feed is very easy to handle. 
We merely slide it down chutes into feed 
troughs in the open feeding shed.

After attending the Eastern States Expo- 
sition, seeing the great herds of breeding 
cattle displayed there, the 4-H club and 
open steers at the show and witnessing the 
excellent sale for quality beef at Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, I went into Vermont, 
New Hampshire and other New England 
states to see the herds there. 

New England must be beautiful at any 
season, but in the fall it is more than that, 
for the streams seem to be everywhere, the 
trees in all colors and the air crisp and cool. 

Cattle do well in New England, and beef 
cattle should be in much larger groups than 
they are. But in seeing different herds, I 
learned one thing. The average New Eng- 
land farmer is averse to beef cattle. Why? 
I have no good reason to offer for that fear, 
but did see herds where Aberdeen-Angus 
were doing well, and men would tell you 
that they do not do what the old dairy herd 
did. One man told me that beef cattle 
couldn’t make out in Vermont. He had 
been in charge of a dairy herd, where the 
income was $400.00 a month. I asked about 
the expense of operating the dairy herd. 
But that wasn’t so much, according to his 
figures, though he mentioned that in the 
summer the feed was only about $200.00 a 
month, that they had only himself and two 
other men on the payroll, so I cannot see 
that the dairy herd was doing so well, for 
upkeep, taxes, payroll and other miscellan- 
eous expense must eat up considerably more 
than the remaining two hundred. 

I saw corn one place (on a hill that a 
middle westerner would never think of 
planting) that was twelve feet high, with 
plenty of corn on the stalks. Pasture was 
plentiful and as far as the pasture rent 1s 
concerned, that in Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire is a negligible expense. 

The greatest market in the world is near 
enough, a market that pays a premium for 
real beef, and it cannot be long until the 
different New England states start to re- 
alize that they can raise more beef cattle, 
feed more of them to a finished product, 
and sell them at a greater profit than they 
can ever make with a dairy herd. But in 
order to do so they must believe in beef 
cattle, and feed them for a finished prime 


beef. 
——Eastern States—-— 


In going through the state: of Vermont 
and New Hampshire in a week, I necessar- 
ily missed a number of herds, but did see 
quite a few. 

First on the route was Rice Farms at 
Brattleboro, Vermont, where Mr. More is 
in charge of the farming operations and the 
cattle. Rice Farms is a group owned farm, 
operated by a corporation. Members of the 
club bought the farm and stocked it with 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Rice Farms lie on 
the hills in as pretty a section of the coun- 
try as can be found. The cattle have been 
pastured there for a number of years now. 
Several very fine cows with nice calves 
were on tae hill pastures. Mr. Geo. H. 
Priest, president of the club is the general 
manager and very much interested in mak- 
ing of Rice Farms a place where top beef 
is produced, as well as some find breeding 
stock. Rice Farms can with proper feeding 
methods produce as fine beef as can be rais- 
= and I believe that they will be doing just 

at. 
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From Brattleboro on north into Vermont 
I stopped at Fareham Farm, Hartland 
Four Corners, the new farm of Mr. Warren 
D. Perry. Here was an excellent lot of 
young cattle. Mr. Perry has but lately 
started the herd and secured his foundation 
from Andelot Stock Farms at Worton, 
Maryland. Along with the heifers was a 
young bull that shculd go a long ways in 
Vermont, for a tidier young sire than Mr. 
Perry’s bull would be a task to locate in the 
state. I at least saw none finer than he in 
the state. Mr. Perry has a lot of things to 
do at the farm and it was bustling with ac- 
tivity, for new buildings, roads, and the 
general harvest was in force when I was 
there. Corn upwards of twelve and four- 
teen feet tall was in evidence. Heye is one 
herd that will not lack for feed. 


Out from Brandon, Vermont, are two 
Aberdeen-Angus herds, both located near 
each other, one belonging to I. W. Horn & 
Son and the other to Mr. Redfield Proctor. 

Mr. Proctor has a herd of carefully se- 
lected females and a calf crop that would be 
well respected in the heart of the Aberdeen- 
Angus territory. In fact several buyers 
were there trying to buy some of the cattle, 
and whatever they selected could not do 
them much but good. Here too was hill 
pastures with plenty of grass and water as 
well as an abundance of shade. 


Mr. Horn’s herd has been operated both 
commercialiy and as a breeding herd. I 
saw a group of cows on a pasture that was 
up in the clouds. Just how high above sea 
level I cannot say, but the altitude seemed 
to) agree with the cattle, for all looked fit 
and well doing. Maple syrup, and farm 
lands too occupy Mr. Horn, and the cattle 
and farming operations are now to be 
handled by the younger Mr. Horn. His ob- 
jectives are to retain a smaller herd, and 
keep selecting the right kind and building a 
real breeding herd. They might sell some 
of the commercial cattie and will I am cer- 
tain be reasonable in the price. 

An interesting fact about the Horn cattle 
is that they have been put into a story. A 
Miss Cornelia Meigs, an instructor at Bryn 
Mawr, summers at Forest Dale, Vermont, 
where the Horn cattle are kept, and among 
her other jobs Miss Meigs is a writer of 
note, featuring children’s stories. One of 
these book. “The Covered Bridge” contained 
much of Mr. Horn’s cattle, for she tells of 
how he calls them from the mountain, and 
how beautiful they are while grazing on the 
hiilsides. 

On the shores of Lake Champlain in 
Northern Vermont, a young man by the 
name of C. J. Porter has started to build a 
herd. Turkeys, some nine hundred of them 
were being separated as to size when I was 
there, and then we saw the few head that 
he has. His intention is to secure some 
more cattle sometime and have a strictly 
commercial herd, as he has the pasture and 
the fields to grow sufficient feed to finish 
his cattle on home grown feed. Mr. Porter 
will get the job done too, or we are badly 
mistaken, for he has a love for cattle, and 
for work that cannot but mean _ success. 
Land there on the shores of the lake is well 
suited for grazing and certainly for grow- 
inx the grain he needs. 

Way up north is the herd of J. H. Web- 
ster, at Franklin, Vermont. Here were

Pingree was absent, but did see two fine 
young bulls. Just how many cattle are 
there I cannot say, but from what I saw 
of the barns, and other sheds and so forth, 
there are a number of cattle, and some very 
fine ones. 

In Western Connecticut I went to the 
farm of Mr. John A. Rand at Salisbury, and 
there too may be found a number of fine 
Blacks. 

Carlton Fancher at New Canaan, Connec- 
ticut, showed me a number of fine young 
cows and especially one that was at one 
time a real show animal.

A Delightful Day in the Famous Blue Grass Country

During the second week in August I went 
along with Secretary W. H. Tomhave into 
Kentucky and Tennessee to visit a few of 
the breeders and to see what the Blacks 
looked like in those famous blue grass pas- 
tures. We crossed the Ohio and went down 
to Lexington. Along the way the pastures 
were filled with horses—bays and sorrels, 
mares with foals at side. They were grace- 
ful, alert, many of them with miles of speed 
records at harness work, others famous 
gaited saddlers, and still others—hunters, 
if you please. Beautiful creatures. Scatter- 
ed here and there along the way were 
groups of steers enjoying the luscious, 
abundant grass. In a few spots we found 
herds of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle. 

The first stop was made at Lexington 
where Dr. J. I. Huggins and his son Dor- 
man, owners of French Broad Farms near 
Dandridge, Tennessee, had driven to meet us 
and we were to join the party in paying vis- 
its to nearby herds. These gentlemen were 
accompanied by Mr. R. M. Clark and Mr. 
and Mrs. Julius Clark. We went to Clark- 
land. Some twelve or more pastures were 
visited at Clarkland and Aberdeen-Angus 
were seen in all of them.

of corn increases, the consumption of ensi- 
lage decreases, until about the first of May 
when we discontinue the feeding of ensilage 
altogether. The calves will eat about three 
pounds of hay a day. 

I generally have to buy a little corn to 
finish up my steers, as I do not have enough 
land to raise all the corn I feed. I first be- 
gin feeding the steers the short corn and 
then when that is gone, we feed them the 
good corn. Last year I purchased some 
corn at $3.50 a barrel, some at $3.53 a bar- 
rel, but the last cost me $5.90 a barrel. I 
figure that $4.50 a barrel is a fair average. 

I always keep some hogs running behind 
my steers, but I don’t know just what I 
made off them. The first nine steers which 
I sent to New York dressed 63.28%, while 
the last nine dressed 63.65%. 

In handling a herd of commercial cattle 
as I do, there is very little, if any, depre- 
ciation for the simple reason that a cow

tions well up like the little boy’s, who start- 
‘ing through the beautiful scenic valley ex- 
claims, “This is too much; I will just have 
to save my exhaustions until the end.” At 
any price these cattle must be taken home, 
and this decision becomes destitute of reser- 
vation after the pedigrees disclose one 
great progenitor after another for eight or 
ten generations of dams. But no desire 
could be more futile; the Scotch breeder 
wants those heifers just a little more than 
you do because he knows them and their 
kin just a little better than you. When he 
dies you can come around and bid against 
all Scotland for them but until that day 
they are to remain his inseparable property. 

Off in the corner of the pasture and in 
the same bunch presumably held unalterab- 
ly for the breeding herd, there is perhaps 
one for sale, one that both the American 
cattle lover and the breeder could for some 
intangible reason do without despite the 
fact that she is obviously a grand beast,— 
price $2000! 

Thus, the Scotch individuals capable of 
great actual and intrinsic worth to our 
herds are of equal desirability in the eyes 
of the Scotch breeders and will usually not 
be priced at all or at prohibitive figures. 
This statement should be made with empha- 
sis on the word “usually” for most certainly 
there have been some importations of top 
cattle and there will continue to be. To 
those buying cattle in Scotland it would ap- 
pear, first, that there are many cattle in 
prominent herds scarcely suitable for im- 
portation at all, let alone at the prices ask- 
ed; second, that the truly fine individuals 
whenever obtainable at all fetch prices far 
exceeding those the American breeders have 
known intimately during the past decade. 

Unequivocally conceding the greater ex- 
cellence of the “Upper Crust” of the Scotch 
herds, there are yet one or two aspects that 
the mind of an American breeder of aver- 
age knowledge lingers over. An examina-

to nurse from birth and the dams used, tp 
their limited ability, to suckle common 
calves bought on the market. That scheme 
not being followed, the bull calf intended for 
auction is almost always liberally fed while 
on grass with the dam, then put on a deep 
milking nurse cow until auction time. This 
latter is doubtlessly the more usual pro- 
cedure, but the former is not rare. 

Calves are invariably wanted during Dec- 
ember or the first four months of the year 
for the primary reason that they are then 
at the most useful age for sale time in Feb- 
ruary—also because they use the new grass 
in May to best advantage if they are not too 
young. Heifers are not bred until a little 
over two years of age because their calves 
are wanted only during the desirable five 
months; also their greater growth is con- 
sidered more certain if bred later. The cost 
of wintering open heifers is regarded as 
low; furthermore a heifer calving at two 
years of age is liable to miss at three, this 
last a herdsman’s superstition, perhaps only 
equal in accuaracy to the strongly rooted 
one that a cow with a touch of white on 
her bag is a better milker. 

Tuberculosis is still a matter of great 
concern even amongst beef cattle in Scot- 
land and frequently cattle purchased for 
exportation cannot leave the country be- 
cause of failure to pass the severe tests. 
Contagious abortion is less vigorously at- 
tacked than in our country; some herds have 
been tested and reactors segregated but 
not slaughtered. The average crop 0 
weaned calves in all herds might be lower 
than in America. At the present writing 
there is an outbreak of hoof and mouth 
disease in south-eastern Scotland, prevent- 
ing importation into the U. S. A. At least

Worthy opinion seems to be that the finest 
herd of the day was established by the 
chance uniting of the blood of two parti- 
cular bulls, each bred to the daughters of 
the other. Frequently a bull from a small 
and obscure herd heads a herd of the first 
prominence. Bulls from us may one day 
have to be resorted to, in the opinion of one 
authority, for Scotch cattle are becoming 
to fine of bone and substance. Many ot 
their “store” or stocker and fedcer cattle 
now come from Ireland out of grade herds. 
With grade Aberdeen-Angus cows and pure 
bred bulls the resulting replacement heifers 
are without sutficient substance, according 
to the opinion of an eminent Shorthorn 
breeder. Incidentally this man at once vol- 
unteered the information that for Aberdeen- 
Angus slaughter stock the butchers now 
generally pay one or two shillings more 
per hundredweight than for any other 
breed. Whereas ten years ago Aberdeen- 
Angus comprised not over one quarter of 
the store cattle shipped from Ireland, they 
are today at least one-half. Cursory obser- 
vation of Scotch pastures nine vears ago 
and again this year reveal a vast change 
from red, white and roan (there are virtual- 
ly no whitefaces) to blacks. 


The above mentioned of auction prices 
leads to a vemark about these {unctions. 
Therein lies perhaps a greater improvement 
over American methods than is discernible 
in the finer cattle themselves. Regular 
established annual events, these public auc- 
tions afford buyers a positive source of 
stock bulls and heifers of all approved sorts 
and at a wide range of prices; likewise they 
constitute the primary market for bulls 
purchased to head the leading herds of the 
country.. Buyers do not attend with the 
frequent American attitude of not wanting 
to buy anything, but, merely to be on hand 
to participate in any stealing for which bad 
weather, bad roads and the consequent 
sparce gathering might set the stage. No 
one wanting an animal at a fair price, the 
seller or “exposer” of it may withdraw it 
and this without the payment of any sale 
charge. After the auctioneer had secured 
the last bid he turns to the “exposer” whose 
nod of approval is required before the sale 
is closed. The last bid not suiting the 
owner, the animal leaves the ring still his 
Property and is either sold privately or 
exposed” at a subsequent auction in a 
nearby town.

No criticism of this reserve bid system is 
heard. Few sorts of chicanery, such as our 
auctions are ocassionally accused of, seem 


to persist. By-bidding appears infrequent- 
ly, due to the excellence of the reserve bid 
as an evener of supply and demand, and 
those attempting it soon lose caste. A still 
further safeguard against it is a rule re- 
quiring the transfer away from the owner 
of all animals reported sold with denial to 
the seller of the right of transfer back 
within a period of three months. Auction 
charges are fixed and are modest, being 
one shilling on each twenty of the sale 
price, or five percent. One company han- 
dles by far the largest portion of the busi- 
ness and its services are rendered to other
